These employes of the brewers 
of Ohio claim to have made a thorough analysis of the pending is- 
svie, one of them, Mr Mseker, stating in his address at the opera 
house Tuesday night that for five years he has made a more 
thorough investigation of the sub j ect than any oth«r man in Ameri- 
ca. We submit below a list of twelve questions which we should 
like to ha,ve answered through your committee at your 
earliest 


convenience: 


I. Would the return of the saloons to Coshocton county create 


any actual, material value? 


2..Accepting the premise as true that no city, county or other 


political subdivision can be prosperous except as the people who 
compose it ara prosperous, on what ground do you maintain that the 
saloon tends to make either the individtial or the state prosperous?

ery is beer; of a distillery, whisky: What constitutes the manu- 
factured product of the saloon? 


4. Do saloons ever exhibit, voluntarily, like other business en- 


tsrprises, samples of their manufactured product? 


. 5. Where does the saloon get the raw material out of which it 


fashions its finished product, and which is the more valuable in the 
case of the saloon output, the raw material, or the finished prod- 
uct? 


6. Does the saloon ever tend to produce crime, and if any, to 


what extent? 


7. Do £3 the saloon evsr tend to promote law observance, and 


if so, when, where, and to what extent? 


8. Doas the continued patronage of the saloon tend to the en- 


richmsnt or the impoverishment of its patrons? 


9. You and the interests you represent maintain with great 


persistenc % but only in a general way, that the saloon is paying 
taxes. Please enter more fully and specifically than you have as yet 
into an explanation ofthis assertion. Is it the saloon that pays the 
tax, 03 IS IT THE CONSUMER? 


10. If it is the latter who pays the tax, could not men of the 


reputed ability of your imported saloon advocates suggest a way by 
which the consumer could, with greater ease pay as much, or more, 
taxes and with less physical and moral damage to himself and with 
less danger to society at large? 


II. The opponents of tha saloon make the claim that "A sa- 


loon license is a deceptive way to make the POOR pay the taxes.. 
of the RICH." Is this assertion trus or fahe? 
Why? 


12. The liquor interests claim the saloon is a taxpayer and 


therefore, they defend it on economic grounds. 
But in the •pres- 


ent campaign it is a CONDITION and not a THEORY that con- 
fronts us. Now there are, in various parts of the United States, 
Dry counties and Wet counties—hundreds of them. There are ako 
hundreds of Dry and hundreds of Wet municipalities of varying 
sizes in the United States from which to secure data. Will you 
kindly name a few political divisions of any kind where the aboli- 
tion of the saloon, by popular vota has RAISED TAXES. 
You 


will agree that a few concrete illustrations on your part will car- 
ry more conviction to the minds of the voters than the most finelv 
spun theories you can draw. 


These questions are sufficient fir the present. When they have 


bean answered, more of a similar tenor will be submitted. 
No ulter- 


ior motivs prompts their asking. 
They grow naturally out of the 


present discussion and you owe i/ to your saloon clients, as well rr. 
to the voters of the county to amwer tbem. May we request ths 
favor of a fair and unequivocal aiswer through the columns of the 
prers or from the platform at th^ earliest possible data?
